Soutller 
and Goethe, while the common music sung In 
the* schools and arouud tho hearthstone Is rec- 
ognized as classic throughout tne world Large 
approprlRtlona ot money have been made by 
the governments of those countries for the 
protection of their forests. It is generally 
true that the best laws aod the deepest patri- 
otism ue founded ou senUmeut. In the old 
countries wanton destruction of timber Is 
punished by law and condemned by all good 
cltl/sns. in this country the.great forests are 
looked upon as public propeity, and every 
man <«ho c*n wleloj an axe doo3 not hrailnte 
to chop a tree. In fac%-tlie most peculiar 
event In the life of Washington was the cut- 
ting down of his fafhei'b cherry tree. The 
story has been repeated to every child, until 
the ruling ambition In life Is t» destroy a tree 
without lying about It. ~Uf course we must 
lave lumber and trees to make It froui; -but 
there Is no reason why other trees should not 
be planted to t»ke thelrjplaces. 


A lew years ago Clear Creek, Boulder and 


the other cafions were filled wltb forests. To- 
day their naked rocks present melancholy 
picture* ot desolation. On the west side of 
the range It Is different. Tbere one Imagines 
he. Is In Knottier country, Tbe scenery Is the 
most beautiful In Colorado. Lofty trees cover 
tbe mountains, and tho linveller cau eastlj 
belleio h!m:clf In the loveliest portion ot 
Swil/erland.

They ran only ad- 
mire their beauty, and appreciate their use' 
fulness In breaking tbe inonotouy of the land- 
fiwpo, i\uj In shading tbe water-courses. The 
Great American Ucscit cau bo made no beau? 
tlful as any of {the rwtcru countries. With 
-alfalfa to keep the soil uioW, comparatively 
little Irritation will be required to nourish 
ll ees. The groves of Greece, and those lovely 
wooded parks of England, can be re produced 
bcre In Colorado. If the trees In Denver and 
Greeley were burned real estate would depre-
